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THE AMERICAN COTTON OIL CO. 

The third annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the American Cotton 
Oil Company was held on Thursday 
last when the annual report was pre- 
sented, showing a most satisfactory 
condition of the company’s properties 
anda gratifying exhibit of earnings 
during the past year. At the date of 
the last annual meeting the exhibit 
made was far more satisfactory than 
was expected, the company having in- 
augurated a new policy, and although 
it was readily conceded that it had 
proven successful and the new man- 
agement had acquitted itself with 
credit and profit to the stockholders, 
nevertheless there were those who still 
regarded the new departure in the 
light of experiment, which required 
time to fully demonstrate its perma- 
nent efficiency. The new policy has 
now been tried by the crucial test of 
time and the hopes entertained a year 
ago by the friends of the company 
have been more than realized. This 
has been due to the admirable execu- 
tive ability of the chairman of the 
Board of Directors, Mr. Edward D. 
Adams, who has been soably seconded 
by President John R. Bartlett, Vice- 
President Thomas R. Chaney, Secre- 
tary Robert F. Munro and Treasurer 
Justus E, Ralph. Mr. Adams has the 
happy faculty of being able to select 
for the heads of departments men 
whose capabilities specially fit them 
for the responsible positions they oc- 
cupy, and it is largely due to this, 
and the harmonious and efficient co- 
operation of all, that the almost phe- 
nominal success has been done. 

When, at the last annual meeting, 
it was shown that, notwithstanding 
the unfavorable market and other 
conditions which prevailed during a 
part of the fiscal year, the officers 
were able to show net earnings to the 
extent of $1,322,994, it was regarded as 
eminently satisfactory, and if the com- 
pany should do as well during the 
year then opening it was all that could 
reasonably be expected. The report 
this year, therefore, was received with 
a degree of satisfaction that must 
have been gratifying to the officials 
entrusted with the conduct of the bus- 
iness. The net profits this year 
amounted to $1,853,973, showing an 
increase over the profits of the year 
before of $530,979. This is an elo- 
quent, practical exposition of the 
wisdom of the policy of the manage- 
ment and one readily understood and 
fully appreciated by the stockholders, 
as is evidenced by their unanimous 
and enthusiastic indorsement of 
the same at the annual meeting, 
During the past year 210 of 
the debenture bonds, which carry 
eight per cent. interest, have 
been retired and the bonded indebt- 
edness of the company reduced by 
$210,000, and this means a respectable 
saving in the interest account here- 
after. All of the properties of the 
company are now absolutely free from 
mortgage or other liens, and have 
only suchdebts as are incidental to 
the profitable conduct of the business, 
Important improvements have been 
madein the properties during the 
year, affording facilities for increase 
of production, with improved quality 
and greater economy. The active 
manufacturing properties have been 
maintained in excellent condition by 
the expenditure of $512,544, which has 
been charged to the expenses of their 
operation during the year. 

This exhibit of prosperity is by no 
means attributable to what is popu- 
larly believed to be a monopoly of 
the business. There are now, and 
have been throughout the past year, 
a larger number of mills in operation 
than ever before, and competition in 
every department has been keen. 
There has been competition in the 
purchase of seed which forced up 
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the price of the crude material to the 
satisfaction of planters, and the 
numerous mills scattered throughout 
the South have brought their product 
to market in direct competition, both 
of: crude, refined, cake and meal and 
other products. The success of the 
company is due to the excellence of 
the products manufactured, to econ- 
omyin manufacture and marketing, 
and to the admirable management of 
the affairs of the company, all of 
which should be, and doubtless is, 
fully appreciated by the stockholders, 
who find their properties increased in 
value and a good dividend assured.

NEW ARTIFICIAL ESSENTIAL OILS, 


An essentiai oil house recently put 
upon the market two novelties in the 
line of artificial essential oils. These 
are artificial oil of cassia and artificial 
oilof peppermint. The manufactur- 
ers claim for them many advantages 
over the natural oils, not the least of 
which is that they can be sold at lower 
pricesthan the genuine article. As 
an evidence of their merits, they state 
that, even during the short period of 
their career in the market, they have 
met with a very flattering amount of 
sales, and they therefore feel confi- 
dent that the future success of the 
new oils is already assured. 

The other mémbers of the trade do 
notseem to know ofan artificial cassia 
and upon a sample of the new oil te 
ing shown to them, although all were 
of the opinion that the oil 
was rather an adulteration than an 
artificial product, opinions varied as 
to the probable ingredients of the 
article. Some were of the opinion 
that the adulterant was a neutral oil 
of some kind (probably a product of 
petroleum) of a similar specific grav- 
ity totrue cassia. This, it is claimed, 
while it would lessen the strength of 
the true odor, would not impart a 
foreign odor to the artificial ofl. This 

judgment is based upon the fact that 
circulars, recommending various 
kinds of nautral oils, for purposes of 
adulteration, are not infrequently 
sent to members of the trade. Others 
again, are of the opinion that oil of 
cinnamon is used to produce an odor 
like that of true cassia, together with 
some other adulterant, possibly oil of 
sassafras. 

The weight of opinion, however, 
seems to be in favor of the idea that 
oil of camphor is the base of the arti- 
ficial cassia, with possibly an admix- 
ture of sassafras, and just enough 
true cassia to give it the semblance 
of the correct odor. The test in this 
case, as in the others, was made 
through the senseof smell, the nose, 
itis claimed by men experienced in 
the testing of essential oils, being the 
surest guide in determining the 
quality of an oil. Those who adhere 
to the last theory claim that they can 
distinctly detect the odor of camphor 
along with that of cassia. They 
further state in support of their theory 
that camphor oil would be a good 
adulterant, not only because of its 
cheapness, but also because its 
specific gravity is about the samefas 


that of cassia.

THE LINSEED OIL MARKET, 


If any doubt has been entertained 
to as the existence of an agreement be- 
tween the so-called Linseed Oil Trust 
and the independsnt crushers, to es- 
tablish uniform prices, the recent ad- 
vance in the price of the western pro- 
duct to the quotation for eastern oil 
should help materially to dissipate it. 
Heretofore there has existed a differ- 
ence of a cent a gallon in favor of the 
seaboard crushers, which was made 
possible by the fact that eastern con- 
sumers gave the product of the latter 
the preference over western oil in the 
majority of cases, despite its higher 
cost. Under the agreement this dif- 


ference has been wiped out and the 
eastern crusher gets no more for 
than does his western competitor. 
What advantage there is in this for 
the latter does not appear on the sur- 
face; in factit would seem that his 
chances for increasing the sale of hia 
oil would be injured rather than im- 
proved, for the buyer who would pay 
a cent or two cents more for eastern 
oil than be would have to give for 
western, will now be the more dis- 
posed to give the former preference 
to the detriment of the sale of the 
latter. 

This undeniable fact would furnish 
good ground for the doubts above 
mentioned, were it not that the city 
crushers have made no move toward 
advancing their price and that, what 
is more to the point, they do 
not intend to do s80, accords 
ing to reliable authority. The 
supposition is, in the absence 
of absolute information coneern- 
ing the terms of the agreement, that 
a division of territory has been decided 
upon, the Eastern markets being left 
almost, if not eatirely, to the local 
crushers, similar arrangements hav- 
ing been made in other sections. 

Regarding the probability of a coal- 
ition of the Linseed Oil Company and 
the Lead Trust,itis generally held to 
be very remote,if not entirely outof 
the question. The fact that the proposi- 
tion made by the lead people was sub- 
mitted in circular form to the share- 
holders in the Linseed Oil Company 
by the officers of the latter, has, it is 
semi-officially asserted, no signifi- 
cance, as it was done as a routine 
matter, and without recommendation 
that it receive the serious considera- 
tion of the stockholders. The terms 
of the proposition concerning the in- 
terchange of certificates, is not at all 
in accordance with the ideas of the 
linseed oil people and as it is not 
likely that the Lead Trust would ac- 
cept such a counter-proposition as has 
been suggested, the chances of a deal, 
it will be seen, are not particularly 
bright in spite of intimations that an 
amalgamation will ultimately be con- 
summated. The whole matter is 
looked upon by the trade as a stock- 


jobbing device. 


THE COURSE OF IPECAC. 


It has before been remarked in 
these columns that the local ipecac 
market usually follows in the foot- 
steps of the London market. Last 
week, however, the exception to the 
rule occurred, dealers in this market 
taking the initiative and reducing 
quotations. This unusual action was 
taken in consequence of the news of 
large and unexpected arrivals in 
London, which, it was supposed, 
would cause a decline in that market. 
The arrival which caused the scare 
amounted to three “hundred and nine 
serons, but, as stock in London at 
the time of this arrival amounted to 
only about sixty serons, there was 
not much cause for perturbation 
outside of the fact that previous to 
the arrival in question it had been 
claimed that no supplies, were in 
sight,nor likely to be for an indefinite 
period. Knowing the peculiarities of 
the Brazilian exporters, it was 
reasonable to assume that if one un- 
expected arrival came into the Lon- 
don market, another, quite as unpre- 
dicted, might follow in its wake. For 
all that, the action taken in the local 
market has proved to be somewhat 
premature; for the fresh supplies in 
question are reported to have gone 
into the hands of strong holders, who 
manifest a firm determination to 
hold the goods at a high price. It is 
claimed that an offer was made at 
eight shillings, but was refused, the 
holders demanding eight shillings 


and three pence. 
The local market is but moderately

NITRATE OF SODA ADVANCING. 


Since the beginning of October the 
market for nitrate of soda has been 
gradually hardening, and within the 
past ten days there has been a de- 
cided advance in prices. <A glances at 
the statistics published in our market 
report will show the strength of the 
position.

In the Pennsylvania fields 157 wells 
were completed during October, which 
is an increase of eleven, und the daily 
production of these wells at the close 
of the month amounted to 8,823 bar- 
rels, showing an increase in new 
production of 2,466 barrels.

Notwithstanding this 
claim, new work has been pushed 
with unabated vigor, and at the close 
of the month there were 245 wells 
drilling and 117 rigs in course of eree- 
tion. Thisis an increase of nineteen 
wells drilling and eleven rigs, or a 
total increase in new work of thirty 
wells. This gives promise of fully as 
large a crop of completed wells during 
November, whatever their production 
may prove to be. 

The report of operations in the 
Ohio fields also shows an increase in

Adulterations in oil of sandalwood, 
such as turpentine,oil cubebs, copaiba 
or cedar, may be detected, according to 
M. E. Mesnard, by adding pure sul- 
puhric acid to the suspected oil. If 
the oil is pure, a viscid liquid is pro- 
duced, which becomes pasty and is 
rapidly transformed into a solid mass 
of a grayish color, which adheres tO 
the glass. In adulterated oil the mass 
does not solidify entirely, and it re- 
mains of adeep tint, with a distinct 
luster. The test is said to be very 
delicate,

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The Spanish steamship Gaditano, 
from Philadelphia for Stettin, which 
ran aground near Swinmunde, has 
gotten off after discharging part of 
her cargo of petroleum. 


The Baku Standard Oil Company 
has been formed in Hamburg to com- 
pete with the American Standard Oil 
Company for the German market. 
The company has built warehouses 
at Bremen and Amsterdam for the 
storage of Russian oil. 


The much talked of 30 foot field is 
not making much of a show. Jen- 
nings & Co. have drilled their well on 
the Myon farm, located a mile anda 
half northeast of the Vessler, toa 
depth of 2,050 feet or lower than 
where the third sand was expected. 
The well was a failure. 


Two steamships have just been 
chartered, each to take 100,000 cases 
of petroleum to Calcutta. This is the 
first time that a steamer has been 
used for this purpose. The large 
shipments of oil hitherto made to 
India have been in sailing vessels, 
which, under favorable conditions, 
take about 125 daysto reach Calcutta. 


Callery Junction, a prosperous little 
oil town, located at the junction of 
the main line and northern division 
of the Pittsburg and Western rail- 
road, eighteen miles southwest of 
Butler, was practically wiped out by 
fire on Satorday, 29th ult. Only five 
buildings remain on the west side of 
the track, where the principal part of 
the town was built. 


The British steamship Astrakhan, 
a bulk oil carrier, sailed from Phila- 
delphia last week for Flushing with 
1,495,620 gallons of refined petroleum. 
This is the largest cargo of bulk pe- 
troleum that has ever left that port. 
The steamship Mannheim, also a 
bulk earrier, has taken outa larger 
cargo from New York. She is 300 
tons more register than the As- 
trakhan, but only carries 5,000 gal- 
lons more cargo. The German steam- 
ship Willkommen followed in the As- 
trakhan’s wake with 1,262,900 gallons 
in bulk for Rotterdam. 


A etream of oil leaking from the 
pipe lines connecting the Atlantic and 
Philadelphia Refining Companies’ 
plants at Point Breeze, Philadelphia, 
on the 30 ult. started a con- 
flagration, which caused dam- 
age to property amounting to 
about $150,000 and caused tho 
blocking of navigation on the Schuyl- 
kill forsome days. The 300 feet of 
dock extending along the river from 
the pump house of the Point Breeze 
Gas Works to the warehouses of 
the Atlantic Refining Company and 
the steamer Charles E. Pugh were 
entirely destroyed, the Italian bark 
Elena G., atugand several lighters 
were badly damaged by fire, andthe 
new German bark Felix lay length- 
wise across the river, almost a total 
wreck, blocking the channel com- 
pletely.

Glass Factories of the Future. 


Speaking of the progress made in 
the manufacture of window glase in 
this country within the past few years, 
a prominent eastern jobber said toa 
representative of the Reporter: ‘‘You 
can safely predict that within the 
next five years, the largest window 
glass factories will be located in the 
vicinity of New York. Since the fail- 
ure of the natural gas supply and the

Glass Making. 


_ The first attempt at glass making 
in America was naturally the produc- 
tion of bottles, says the Pollery and 
Glassware Reporter. Perhaps the 
first manufacturing enterprise under- 
taken on the American cantinent was 
a giass house. It was built in the 
woods about a mile from the new 
English settlement of Jamestown, 
Va,in 1608. The glass first made 
there was sent to England on the re- 
turn voyage of the ship that brought 
over the glass makers. This was the 
first exportation of any sort of manu- 
factured product fromthe North Am- 
erican continent. The Jamestown 
glass house fell into decay and in 
1621 another one was built expressly 
for the purpose of manufacturing 
beads for the Indians. It is alto- 
gether Itkely that glass making in 
Virginia was abandoned for many 
vears afterward, as the next record of 
it bears the date of 1787.

Hints to Cottonseed Crushers. 


No I. 
ON COTTONSEED 

There is no question that the plant 
and machinery used in the main for 
crushing cottonseed is fully equal, 
and, in many cases, superior to that 
used in pressing other oil hearing 
seeds. The system maintained in the 
mills is also above the average, butin 
the handling of the raw product, that 
is the seed itself, we do not think that 
crushers give as much attention or 
are as careful as the manufacturers of 
other oil bearing seeds, for instance, 
as flaxseed. 

When a linseed oil mill buys flax- 
seed, they are careful to find out ex- 
actly how much oil per bushel the 
flaxseed will make. They take into 
aceoubt the price of linseed meal and 
oil, and pay for seed accordingly. 
They have the advantage of the cot- 
tonseed crushers in that the only two 
products of flaxseed are oil and cake, 
or meal, while the cottonseed crush- 
ers has the varying and somewhat un- 
certain element of hulls to take into 
his caleulations 

The purchase of cottonseed has 
hitherto been on a much more hit or 
miss plan than the purchase of flax- 
seed For instance, it is well estab- 
lished by experience, not only that 
there is a great difference in the quan- 
tity of oil that can be made from the 
seed in different sections. North and 
South Carolina seed have been known 
to yield 44 and 45 gallons to the ton; 
the Mississippi Valley seed to yield 


seed crushed in the same mills as the 
river seed would not yield over 37 or 
38 gallons; in Texas 36 gallons to the 
ton is a good yield, and even seed 
properly handled has, in some in- 
stances, not yielded over 33 gallons to 
the ton. 

All this relates to good sound seed, 
The oil from damaged seed depends, 
of course, chiefly on the extent of the 
damage, and ranges much more 
widely than sound seed. 

It is also well establishs d by experi- 
ence that seed vary from year to year 
in the same locality as to the quant.ty 
of oil they will yieid in manufacture. 
Many a mill cannot tell until the end 
of the season, within several gallons 
per ton, what they are getting from 
their seed. Mostof them pay as much 
for 37 gallon seed as they do for 41 
gallon seed, provided they are de 
livered at the same point. This cer- 
tainly is very shortsighted policy. 

The question then comes up: How 
can a mill find out how much oil the 
seed offered will yield, and how much 
they can really afford to pay for them. 
There are two different methods. 
Some of the large mills put aside ina 
separate shed 500 to 1,000 tons of seed, 
work it up, take careful account of 
both oil and cake from it,and are guid- 
ed by this in their future purchases, 

The disadvantages of this are, the 
mili cannot always wait until they 
have made such a test run as this be- 
fore fixing a price for seed, or before 
buying very large quantities ofit. It 
is besides a great deal of trouble, and 
requires a good deal of care to make 
the test anything like accurate. 

There is a much quicker and simpler 
plan. It is this. Find out exactly 
how much oilis in the seed, in this 
way: Find out first what proportion 
the meats bear to the hullsin the seed, 
which can be easily told from the 
small hullers and separators that can 
be purchased now cheaply. Second: 
tind out how many gallons of oil there 
are in the thousand pounds, more or 
less of meats to the tun of seed tested, 
then subtract the 10°% of oil, which is 
always left in the cake, even after

But for the charges in the Property accounts, mainly caused by their re- 
valuation, the Good Will Account would have been reduced by the full 
amount of the remainder of the net profits of the year. 

When in May last the business of the Company had so developed as to 
convince the Directors that dividends upon the Preferred Stock could not 
only be commenced in full, but could be maintained even during periods of 
much less prosperity, reguiar dividends thereon were inaugurated at the rate 
of six per cent. per annum.

the pressing. This will give you ex- 
actly the number of gallons to the ton 
that you should get from such seed. 
Of course if you happen to be running, 
or can afford to wait so long at the 
beginning of the season, you can 
make your test for meats on yourown 
hullers and separators, 

To get at the quantity of oil in the 
meats requires a test which any in- 
telligent office boy can soon learn to 
make, if he is furnished with the 
necessary apparatus. costing but a 
few dollars. Any chemist is prepared 
to make such atest, and they could 
probably be made here in New York 
in quantities for a number of mills 
very cheaply. The same test will also 
be of the greatest service as a check 
in manufacturing. 

One of the most important elements 
to be considered in crushing cotton- 
seed is the moisture in the seed, and 
it is one of the easiest things to get 
at. This simple plan will be found 
effective. Have made a shallow tin 
fen a foot wide and two feet long. 
Weigh curefully a pound of cotton- 
seed meats on a good balance, fresh 
from the separator, or, better still, 
from the rolls. Spread this out thin 
over the tin, and put it in a moder- 
ately warm place, let it stand about 
24 hours, and weigh it again. You 
can then figure exactly how much 
moisture you are buying when you 
buy your seed. If seed are ten dollars 
aton, and one lot of seed contains 
ten per cent more moisture than an- 
other, which is not so very unusual, 
it stands to reason that one lot of seed 
is worth ten per cent less than the 
other, or one nine and the other ten 
dollars. 

In these days when manufacturers 
of all kinds are getting down toavery 
small margin, and particulurly when 
competition is so keen in the oil man- 
ufacture, it may be well worth while 
for the cottonseed oil mills to give 
more attention to these matters than 
they have previously done. 

If the suggestions that I have made 
here prove of any value to the mills, 
the purpose of this, first ‘*‘Hint to 
Crushers”’ will have served its pur- 
pose.

Pig Lead.—There has been no im- 
provement in the situation since the 
date of our last. On the contrary, 
prices have further receded under a 
siow demand. There are sellers at 
3 90c, but buyers’ ideas are not above 
3 85¢c, and the market closes dull and 
easy. The Post, Boynton Strong Co. 
wire us from Chicago as follows: The 
market has ruled very quiet during 
the week. Inquiry has been light 
and sales restricted io car load lots at 
3 72%e. 

White Lead,—Corroders still report 
an active demand for lead in oil, 
though large orders are not very 
numerous. The consumption this 
fall, so far, has been large, and 
promises to exceed that of cor- 
responding seasons for many years 
past. The corroders prices are gen- 
erally observed, though occasionally 
we hear of cases of undersellin 
like that mentioned last week, an 
instances of concessions made by 
dealers in order to assist the sale of 
other and more profitable goods. The 
schedule prices remain as follows: 
6%c for 12 tona or over, 6%c for 7 to 
12 tons, 7c for 600 ths to 5 tons, and 
7%c for lots of less than 500 fbs. The 
terms on lots of 500 tbs or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discount for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in- 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
any assortment of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or litharge, or all of 
these articles. Dry white lead in k 
is quoted at the same prices as lead in 
oil,butin barrels a reduction of %c per 
pound is made. No pre-payment of 
nor allowance for freight is made and 
there are no rebates. 

Litharge.—Trading continues fairly 
active, the demand, however, running 
chiefly on small lots needed for cur 
rent consumption. There has been 
no change in prices, the quotations 
remaining 6%@7\c for powdered and 
5%@é6c for tlass makers.’ 

Orange Mineral.—There is a good 
demand for jobbing quantities and 
the market remains firm at the for- 
mer quotations of 84%@8%e for do- 
mestic and 8%@9c for imported.

General trade in oils has been as 
brisk asconuld be expected in the week 
just pree ding a national election. The 
consuming demand has not been inter- 
fered with by polities and as jobbers 
seem to make ita point to carry as 
little stock as possible manufacturers 
have been kept pretty busy supplying 
their requirements. The steady tone 
of the market is maintained and there 
have been few price changes, Per- 
haps the most important is the ad- 
vance in the price of western 
linseed oil to the quotation ‘made 
ubout a week ago by the city 
crushers. The situation of this oil, 
which is still very interesting, 
is discussed in our editorial columns 


and inthe report given below, Cot- 
tonseed oilissomewhatfirmer. Lard 
oil is inan uneertain position. While 


the eombination prices for menhaden 
ol have not been advanced. higher 
prices have been paid to individual 
fishermen by manufacturers who 
reeded the oil. Inthe other animal 
and fish oils there are no special fea 
tures except the firmness of all and 
the searcity of some. The mineral 
oils are still unsettled as a result of 
-harp competition but there are indi- 
cations that an improvement is not 
far off. 


Vegetable Oils. 

Linseed Oil.—F urther developments 
have occurred during the week to 
econtirm the belief that the agree 
ment entered into by the so 
called Trust and the indepen- 
dent  erushers includes an un- 
derstanding with the seaboard manu 
factnrers. The price of western has 
heen advaneed 1¢ per gallon, while 
city oil is unchanged, both now being 
quited at 46e, The only change 
meda by the city erushers is 
in the terms of sale which are male 
to aceord with those just adopted 
by the West. The terms now unpi- 
versally quoted are 30 days, subject 
to 1% if paid within 10 days from 
date. which it is unnecessary to re- 
mark is not a change from former 
practice on the part of the local man- 
ufacturers. The difference in terms 
Lecomes apparent in the provisions 


concerning empty packages, Here- 
tofore 2e per gallon was al 
lowed on returned empty barreis 


and 3c per gallon on empty casks 
[he rebate has heen reduced to 75c 
on each barrel returned in wood order, 
imdi%ye per gallon on casks ‘These 
new terms do not apply to purchases 
made prior to November Ist. Just 
previous to former advanees a very 
iarge quantity of oil was sold for for- 
ward delivery in some ea es up to 
January Ist, 1893, but in the case of 
he last advance there were no sales 
of consequence before it was cfficially 
announe d,which may be taken either 
us further evider ce of an understand 
ing among crushers generally. or that 
buyers have got all they can earry. 
While the crushers report a good con- 
suming demand for this season of the 
year itis probable that they are not 
vetting os much of the business as 
they might, as the jobbers are in a 
position, as a result of recent heavy 
purchases at comparatively low ftig- 
ures, to shade first hand quotations 
somewhat. 


showed no outward evidenveg of ac- 
tivity there was nevertheless q fair 
amount of business transacted and 
the aggregate of sales was gonsidele 
ably larger than fur some time, in 
fact this has been the best week of 
the new crop year. There has been 
a good demand from Western lard re- 
finers, who have taken considerable 
quartities for shipment direct from 
the mills. The local demand has also 
been good without creating a stir. 
The receipts have been larger and it 
isexpected that they will henceforth 
be ample to meet all requirements.

484.963. Appratus for and Method 
of Recovering Waste Alcohol from 
Liquor-Casks. Filed Aug. 5, 1892. 
Issued Oct. 25. 1892. 





Claim.—1. In an apparatus for re- 
covering waste alcohol from empty 
liquor-casks, a steam-generator, a 
series of supports to sustain the casks 
to be treated, connections between 
the casks, and a connection between 
the generator and the series of casks, 
combined with a condenser and a con- 
nection between it and said casks, 
whereby the heating medium passes 
from the generator through all of the 
casks successively to the condenser to 
volatilize and carry over the alcohol 
absorbed by the wood of said casks, 
substantially as described. 

2. In an apparatus for recovering 
waste alcohol, from empty liquor- 
casks, a steam-generator, a series of 
head-blocks in alignment to receive 
the casks there between, and abut- 
ments at the ends of the series, a bung 
for each cask having an inlet and an 
outlet passage, connections between 
the outlet passage of one and the inlet 
passage of the next cask, and acon- 
nection between the generator and 
casks, combined with a condenser con- 
nected to the endmost of the several 
casks and a pressure-regulator carried 
by one of the abutments to adjust the 
external pressure on the heads of the 
casks, substantially as described. 

3. The herein-described method of 
recovering waste alcohol from empty 
liquor-casks, which consists in circu- 
lating a heating medium through and 
in direct contact with the interior of 
the cask, volatilizing the contained 
alcohol and partially condensing the 
medium, withdrawing the medium 
and combined volatilized alcohol, and 
condensing the same, continuing the 
operation until all the alcohol has been 
recovered, substantially as described. 

4. The herein-described method of 
recovering waste alcohol from empty 
liquor-casks, which consists in circu- 
lating a heating medium through suc- 
cessive casks of a series and simulta- 
neously cooling their exteriors, vola- 
tilizing the contained alcohol, con- 
densing the medium and combined 
volatilized alcohol, and distilling the 
product, continuing the operation un- 
tilno more alcohol is obtained, and 
recovering the water of condensation 
in each cask as a by-product, substan- 
tially as described.

The feature of the wsek has been 
the low point reached in the price of 
certificates, 60c being touched, a fig- 
ure only twice before touched during 
the past ten years. This pvint wus 
reaehed on the last day of the month, 
and although the market on Tuesday 
opened at 51e, this did not represent 
more than a normal difference due to 
later delivery, the latter being [or 
December delivery. ‘Ihe field report 
has also been received and made a 
more bearish exhibit than was looked 
for. It did not, however, influeuce 
speculative values, nor yet had it avy 
effect on .speculation, the operations 
being of small »ccount. The reported 
sales are larger, but the bulk 
of those reported on Mon- 
day were simply transfers or 
“switches ’’to Decemberdelivery. It 
was expected that when the 60c mark

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


While the engagements of refined 
in barrels and bulk for export were 
not so large during the past week it 
is no indication of a falling off in the 
demand, it being merely owing to the 
fact of a smaller number of tank ves- 
sels on this side.

The System of Burning Oil by com | 


pressed Air. 

(Continued from page 37 issue Oct. 31.) 

It is claimed by the advocates of 
the various processes for burning oil 
with steam, that the component 
gases obtained by superheating and 
decomposing the steam give addi- 
tional heat. It is no doubt true that 
heat is obtained by burning these 
gases. But the advocates of mixing 
steam with oil for fuel purposes seem 
to forget that to decompose the steam, 
which they throw in with the oil, 
requires a certain portion of the car- 
bon contained in the oil which is the 


chief heat-giving factor; so that; 
the extra heat obtained from 
burning the steam gases is at 


the expense of part of the heat con- 
tained in the oil. In other words, 
this processamounts to whatis called 
“taking money out of one pocket and 
putting it into the other.’’ Beside this 
objection, steam-jet burners require 
to be fed by gravity, and hence are 
not perfectly sufe. A careful test made 
with one of the best and most largely 
used of these burners, shows that it 
takes nearly 6 per cent. of all the 
steam made by the boilers to spray 
the oilto generate this steam,whereas 
the amount of steam required to run 
an air compressor for spraying oil 
for this purpose was found to be less 
than two per cent. of the total amount 
produced by the boilers. Moreover, 
the steam so used in spraying oil is 
consumed, whereas the steum used to 


run the air compressor may be used ; 


to heat the feed- water or be condensed 
and used again in the boilers. It 
should be borne in mind also that 
where a steam jet burner is used for 
generating steam, the fire varies, for 
the reason that when the supply of 
steam is ample and its force on the oil 
strong, the atomizing is more perfectly 
done, and consequently a greater 
amount of steam is generated, but 
when the steam supply is low, a low 
fire is obtained. n other words, a 
steam jet burner works in exactly the 
reverse way to what is desired, giving 
most heat when least needed, and 
least heat when most needed. 

To illustrate the amount of heat) 
which can be obtained, at a recent 
test in burning tecra cotta on acircu- 
lar kiln about eighteen feet in 
diameter, were lighted at the same | 
time on Tuesday morning as the coal 
in a smaller kiln, the fire in each case | 
being started at a low degree of heat | 
and gradually increased ip intensity 
to the end of the test. The kiln 
burned by the system was finished |

coal was not finished until Sunday | 
afternoon, or in about 120 hours.

The system is already 
used on steamships in Califoraie, 
where coal is relatively very expen- 
sive, with excellent results; and from 
the fact that the oil can be stored at 
the lowest possible point in the ship 
and forced from that point to the fires, 
and the fact that the pressure main- 
tained on the oil keeps up a steady 
flow even when the ship is tossing in 
the waves, and from the fact that it 
uses less steam for spraying the 
oil than apy other sysiein, it 
seems particularly adapted for use 
on steamships where it is necessary t> 
economize room and steam power to 
the sreatest extent. If the price of 
crude oil can be maintained at its 
present figure, or better if it can be 
reduced slightly. there is every reason 
to suppose that before many years the 
use of oil on steamships, especially 
those requiring great spred, and 
hence great steam generating power, 
will soon become not unfreyuent. It 
is well known taat a well managed 
oil fire will get from one-third to one- 
half more horse power from a boiler 
than can be obtained with coal unless 
aconstant force draft is maintained 
on coal. 

Lack of time has prevented speak- 
inz of the improved quality and in 
creased quantity of work produced by 
the tires of this system, but testimony 
on both these points 1s ample; so that 
the system seems destined to be still 
more widely used in the future, as its 
merits become more generally under- 
stood.

The Formation of Petroleum. 


In his address as president before 
the British Institute of Mechanica! 
Engineers, Dr. Wm. Anderson dis 
cusses the formation of petroleum as 
foliows:Laplace’s theory of the 
origin of the planetary system 
is generally accepted = as cor- 
rect, and according to it the earth 
must be composed of the same ma 
terialsas the sun, ‘This view has in 
latter days received striking con 
firmation from the spectroscope, by 
means of which it has been demon: 
strated that there exist in the sun 
many of our metals. and e:pecially 
iron, in the state of vapor; while 
meteoric stones, which belong to the 
the same order of substances a3 the 
planets, have been found by actual 
analysis to be largely composed of 
iron and its carbides. The law of 
diffusion of gases would lead us to 
expect that on the condensation of 
the metallic vapors the substances of 
higher specific gravity or greater at- 
omic weight would collect chiefly 


| 


nearer the center of the future globe, 
while the lighter matters would tend 
to aggregate on the surface. The 
mean specific gravity of the earth is 
about 5, while that of its superficial 
deposits ranzes from only 2% to 4, so 
that it is evidentthat the interior of 
the gl be must be eomposed of sub- 
stances having high specific weights 
—such as iron, for example, which 
ranges between 7 and 8 Moreover, 
itis certain that the rocks at a com- 
paritively short distance down from 
the surface exist in a highly heated if 
notin a molten condition; and that 
the solid crust covering them is re- 
litively thin and easily fissured, as 
is abundantly proved by the upheaval 
of the land in geological and even in 
modern times, and by the earth 
quake disturbances whieh prevail 
more or less over the whole world 
even now. Dr, Mendeleeff points out 
that the oil-bearing regions generally 
lie parallel to mountain rauges, such 
as the Caucasus in Russia, the Alle 
ghanies in America, and the Andes 
in Peru; and that petroleum does not 
uppear to belong to any particular 
geological formation, inasmuch as ft 
oceurs in Europe usually io rocks of 
the tertiary period, while in the 
United States itis found in the de- 
vovian and silurian strata. He also 
points out that, on account of the 
volatile nature of rock oil, it could 
ot have been borne fiom a distance 
on the surface, like many other de- 
posits, but must have been formed 
near the spot where itis found. The 
lissuting ofthe earth’s crust by the 
upheaval of mountain chains and 
other disturbuncves allows surface 
Waters to penetrate into the heated 
internal portions of the earth; and 
there, coming in contact with the 
wlowing metals and their carbides, 
they give rise to the chemical reac- 
tious which result io the formation of 
petroleum in the state of vapor, and 
in the evolution of steam. ‘These 
vapors pene'rate through the fissured 
crust into the upper and cooler re- 
yions, where they are either wholly 
or partially coudensed, forming de- 
posits of petroleum very commonly 
associated with water;and the guses 
which cannot be condensed by cold 
escape to the surface. ‘The precise 
compounds which are formed depend 
upo. the temperature and p:essure 
met with: au hence we find asso t- 
aied every grade of product—gas, vil, 
miueral pitch, ozokerite and other 
Substauces. The extraordinary aver- 
age persistence of the vil wells leads 
to the conviction that the substance 
must be forming as fast almost as it 
is removed; and I have very li tle 
doubt that improved boring ap- 
pliances, which it is your business, 
gentlen 6), to contrive, will evable 
eugineers to penetrate to depths not 
even dreamt of now, so that, by the 
time that our coal resources come to 
an end, trom the exhaustion of the 
miueral, or from the condition of 


perpetual strike to which we seem 
tending, oil eprings will be tanped 
which will have the priceless advan- 
tage of yielding their riches without 
the ageney of underground labor. 
If my memory serves me rightly, we 
have not had a paper on deep boring 
at any rate within the last ten years; 
and the institution would, I am sure, 
welcome a communication which 
would lay before us the presept state 
of this most important art.

The Antiquity of Glass. 


It used to be cited as an historic par- 
adox that the same men who carried 
the manufacture of glass beads. vases 
and other articles of glassware to such 
wondrous perfection never thought 
of glazing their windows, says a re- 
cent anthor writing about the early 
history of glass making. Arbuthnot 
caught the public fancy with his epi- 
gram, “The polite Augustus, Em 
peror of the World, had neither glass 
in his windows nor shirt to his back.” 
In reference to this, Isaac Disraeli 
quotes the parallel case of printing. 
‘The Romans used to stamp a name, a 
device, even an inscription, not on 
soft substances alone, but on paper; 
yet it never occurred to them to take 
the next step. He might have added 
that the Egyptians did the same, 
using a wooden stamp. Several ex- 
amples of the instrument are found 
in museums, not to speak of the in- 
scriptions which abound. Sodid the 
Babylonians. But Arbuthnot’s epi 
gram is inexact nevertheless.and Dis- 
raeli might have known it had he 
studied uarechelogy. Long before he 
wrote, the bathroom in Diomeds 
villa at Pompeii had been uncovered, 
withfour panes of glass in silu 
As for the shirt of polite Augustus, it 
would be just as reasonable for an 
Oriental to mock the Prince or Wales 
for not wearing aturban. His Royal 
Highness could have one, or a thou- 
sand, if he felt the inclination, The 
Romaus did not fancy shirts. Since 
that first revelation of window panes 
at Pompeii, which caused more ex: 
citement among the learned prob: 
ably than any of the grand dis- 
coveries there,several other instances 
have come to light. A windcew in 
the roof of the public baths had one 
single pane no less than three feet 
eight inches broad by two feet eight 
inches high; dimensions which could 
not have been matched until a time 
comparatively recent. This instance 
Disraeli might have been acquainted 
with, for it was published in 1824. It 
is not surprising, however, that even 
scholars should have made such a 
mistake, for the glazing of w.ndows— 
with giass—is nowhere mentioned by 
classic authors. They allude to the 
matter often enough, as in Juvenal’s 
fourth satire, where Crispinus is told 
that he had better have ‘‘made up” 
to the rich old woman whose litter is 
glazed with transparent — stones. 





Guided by this and other references 

scholars took for granted that tale 

was used whenever glazing is men- 

tioned. Such was the usage in Rus- 

sia until Peter the Great's time. 

George Turberville, resident there in 

1568, sent rhvmed descriptive letters 

to his especial friend, Master Edward 

Dancie, wherein he says: 

They have no Eaglish glass; of slices 
of a rock 

Called kuda, they their windows make, 
which English glass doth mock. 

They cut it very thin, and sew it with 
a thread 

In pretty order, like to panes, to 
serve their present need. 

No other glass good faith! doth give 
a better light. 

And sure the rock is nothing rich— 
the cost is very slight. 

We know that tale, which came 
from Syria, was very cheap at Rome; 
in many ways it would be preferable 
to glass. Upon the mysterious 
beauty and artof the Portland vase 
volume have been written; not less 
wonderful is that in the Museum at 
Naples, found in a tomb by the 
*House of the Mosaic Columns” at 
Pompeii. Such marvels are not to 
be dealt with in a line or two. Pliny 
tells of a glass statue raised to Au- 
gustus, the size of life; in was durk 
in color like obsidian. And he is 
corroborated by Dion Cassius in re- 
citing a very curious story. A hapless 
inventer waited on Tiberius, asking 
his patronage for an unbreakable 
glass. What was the process we are 
not told, but the Emperor—a man of 
high intelligence-—was much ipter- 
esed. Meantime the legitimate 
manufacturers became alarmed; the 
coldsmiths supported them, and 
they appointed as we should say, a 
deputation to protest against the 
novelty. Tiberius relieved them at 
once. After hearing that ingenious 
person he had him put to death 
forthwith, in the interests of trade. 
Inventors may still be an unfortu- 
nate class, but but they have not to 
dread a fate like this at present.

Quicksilver and Borax in California, 


San Francisco, Oct. 25, 1892, 

One of the surprises of the past 
fortnight has been the tragic death of 
Mr. Thomas Bell, one of the leading 
quicksilver men of California. It took 
place on the morniug of Sunday, Oc- 
tober 16. He had been ill for some 
time and arising from bed this par- 
ticular morning attempted to go down 
stairs, but fell from the floor at the 
top down to the bottom, receiving in- 
juries that caused his death in a few 
hours. Mr. Bell was a native of Scot- 
land, where he was born seventy-eight 
years ago. He started for California 
in 1849, and has since been almost 
continuously identified with the State 
and its interests. 

The Napa Quicksilver Mines con- 
tinue to produce freely of the article. 
Over eleven hundred flasks in Sep- 
tember, or more than half of the pro- 
duct of the whole State and two thirds 
of the quantity received in San Fran- 
cisco, whieh now is the depot of the 
greater part of the State, compara- 
tively little being shipped to coast 
mines from the point of production. 
Napa is only a few hours from the 
city and therefore within easy reach 
cf shipment by rail or water to any 
point on the coast, to New York or to 
foreign countries. Could California 
quicksilver once more obtain a share 
of the needs of the Chinese market, 
or hold its own in Mexico, the quick- 
silver business of Napa would assume 
a very great importance tothe county, 

Our rail shipments for the month of 
September were 1,180 flasks, a falling

Borax continues on the even tenor 
of its way without being specially 
affected by rumors of new discoveries 
and if they are all like the last that I 
reported to you, that is, if they seek 
those who have already got the matter 
in hand there is no need for them to 
be. The shipments by sea continue 
very heavy, and it is evident tha 
stock is not left long to weigh down 
this market. Three vessels, the J. B. 
Thomas, the Alameda and the City of 
New York, have during the first half 
of the month cleared with 633,127 

ounds, valued at $37,400, for New 
ork. During September 192,000 tbs. 
were sent east over the roads of the 
Southern Pacific. To date shipments 
by sail and sea will equal eleven and 
a half million pounds,

White Lead—Trade has shown no fea- 
tures of special interest. The inquiry 
muy be regarded as fairly good forthe 
season, butis wholly of a consumptive 
character. Buyers show no disposi- 
tion to anticipate future wants and 
are ordering only enough to meet 
their moderate present requirements. 
The market, however, seems to be 
steady, there being few rumors of 
cutting, and these not particularly 
well authenticated.

SATURDAY EvENING. November 5 1892. 

As is usual during the excitement 
incident to an important election 
trading has been quiet during the 
week under review. There is, how- 
ever, a better inquiry for many of the 
leading chemicals for delivery over 
1893 especially caustic soda and 
alkali, prices for which however do 
not indicate an improvement over 
those named for1852, On another 
page will be found an interesting art- : 
icle about alkali and bleach abroad. 
Our usual Liverpool letter owing to 
non-arrival of mails is omitted this 
week. There has been considerable 
done in ammoniates both for spot 
and for future delivery at full figures. 
Cream tartar has been advanced, 
while tartaric acid has been reduced. 
Nitrate of soda is again firmer now 
that recent arrivals have been cleared 
from dock. Oxalic acid is easier ow- 
ing to the free offerings of outside 
holders who are anxious to close out | 
their 1892 contracts. The other light 
chemicals show few changes as noted 
below. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated Soda Ash.—The stocks 
in first hands for prompt delivery are 
again about exhausted. Consequently 
buyers are obliged to have their orders 
booked for future delivery, or pay 
fancy prices. There has been con- 
siderable done in contracts extending 
over 1893 of high test at prices a shade 
under those ruling for spot goods.

Foreign makes are in re- 
quest with sales of 300 tons reported 
forshipment at 1@1 02%c ag toquan- 
tity and position of goods. 

Bleaching Powder.—The usual job- 
bing demand prevails, all of which is 
satisfied at 24%@2%c as to quantity, 
make and holder. For shipments 
eztending over the balance of 1892, 
they are asking 2\%c. 


Acids. 

Acetic Acid.—There has been con- 
siderable done in high grades for 
future delivery at prices ranging 
from 1 55@1 65¢ as to make, quantity 
and place of delivery.

A New Departure in the Alkali Trade. 


Lord Beaconsfield once called forth 
the mirth of some ill-formed crities 
by predicting an improvement in 
trade on the ground that the chemical 
industry was showing increased ac. 
tivity. Chemical products, in fact, 


enter so largely as raw materials into 
the processes of other manufacturers 
that, apart from its own importance, 
the condition of the trade in chem- 
iculs is po bad criterion of the condi 
tion of trade in general. One of the 
largest branches of chemical produc- 
tion is the manufacture of alkali, 
once much more flourishing than it is 
at present. This country formerly 
made three-fourths of the alkali used 
in the world, but its share has 
dwindled to one-half, and has been in 
great danger of further reduction. 
The main, if not the sole, reasons is 
that the old alkali process, for the 
carrying on of which an enormously 
expensive plant exists in this country, 
cannot compete in point of cheapness 
with the ammonia soda process intro- 
duced by Messrs. Brunner, Mond & 
Co. That process being now in use 
in small factories all over the contin- 
ent has reduced our export trade to 
very small dimensions. The old or 
Leblane process has, indeed, only one 
advantage—the coliateral pruduction 
of chloride of lime or bleaching 
powder. This material,originally a by- 
product of the alkali process.g@hus be- 
come the mainstay of the old manufac- 
turers who are obliged to sell their so- 
da for what they can get. The amalga- 





mation of Leblanc manufacturers in- 
to the United Alkali Company was 
carried out chiefly with the object of 
ee an end to competition in 
vleaching powder; and its efforts to 
keep up the price have been greatly 
favored by the cholera scare, with its 
demand for disinfectants, which hag 
raised the price £2 per ton. 

In the ammonia-soda process the 
chlorine of the salt, which is the raw 
material of both processes, is run 
down the sewersintheform of chlor- 
ide of calcium. Regarded merely as 
awaste product, this salt has the 
enormous advantage over the foul- 
smelling alkali waste of the Leblanc 
process that it is odorless and soluble. 
Lut waste of this kind is an offense 
tothe soul of a chemist like Mr, 
Mond, though his works pay in spite 
of it a dividend of 50 percent. He 
has accordingly turned his attention 
to the problem of utilizing the chlo- 
rine as wellas the sodium of the Che- 
shire brine wells, and by combina- 
tions of the most striking boldness 
and ingenuity that problem has been 
solved. Chloride of lime made by the 
new process is actually upon the mar- 
ket, a large and efficient installation 
is at work, and the increase of the 
cutput to any required extentisa 
mere question of time and plant. The 
new chlorine process has been made 
to dovetail in the most beautiful man- 
ner with the old ammonia-scda pro- 
cess, and the combination does its 
work with ideal completeness. The 
raw materials are salt, consisting of 
sodium and chlorine; chalk, consist- 
ing of lime and carbonic acid; and 
eoal. The products are soda ash,con- 
sisting of sodium and carbonic acid; 
bleaching powder, consisting of lime 
and chlorine; and energy, derived 
from the combustion of the coal, and 
employed to effect the new grouping 
of the four substances in question. 


We may tuke the operations to be- 
gin with the destiuctivedistillation of 
coal, This is carried out in coke 
ovens, and the products are—(a) com- 
bustible gases, (b) ammonia, (c) coke. 
The combustible gases are stored for 
the supply of the heat required at 3ub- 
sequent stages. The ammonia goes 
to repair the inevitable waste of that 
substance, a large quantity of which 
forms, as it were, part of the perma- 
nent plant. The coke is used to burn 
limestone in lime-kilns. By this pro-

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cess chalk or limestone is split up into 
carbonic acid and caustic lime. The 
caustic lime plays an important part 
lateron. Brine as pumped from the 
well is now treated first with ammonia 
and then with carbonic acid. Bicar- 
bonate of soda is formed and crystal- 
lizes out, while chloride of ammonium 
remains in solution. This is the fun- 
damental reaction of the ammonia- 
soda process. lt was discovered as 
long ago as 1838 by two Englishmen— 
Messrs. Dyar and Hemming; and 
about twenty years ago was success- 
fully applied to soda manufacture by 
Mr. Ernest Solvay, of Brussels. Ow- 
ing to want of capital his operations 
were restricted, but his patent rights 
in England were acquired by Mr. Lud- 
wiu Mond, who, with Mr. Brunner, 
started works for production upon & 
large scale. It is at this point that 
the new process now perfected parts 
company with the Solvay process. 
We have obtained as the result of the 
proceedings so far, bicarbonate of 
soda in the solid form, caustic lime, 
and a solution of ammonium chloride. 
The ammonia-soda process recovers 
the ammonia by boiling the ammo- 
nium chloride solution with the caus- 





tic lime. 
up its chlorine to the lime forming 
cbloride of calcium, while free am- 
monia passes off and is carefully col- 
lected to be used again and again with 
fresh brine. No means having been 
discovered of utilizing the calcium 
chloride it was treated as waste, and 
carried away all the chlorine of the 
original salt. 

Instead of boiling his ammonium 
chloride with lime, Mr. Mond freezes 
it by means of an ammonia refriger- 
ating apparatus, which by passing 
the gas through an endless cycle of 
condensations and expansions pro- 
duces any required amount of cold. 
Treated inthis way the ammonium 
chloride crystallizes out of the solu- 
tion. It is dried and subjected to the 
opposite extreme of temperature. 
Somewhere about a red-heat it sub- 
limes and probably suffers temporary 
decomposition, the hydrochloric acid 
and the ammonia existing in the 
vapour as separate and uncombined 
gases. The vapor is passed over 
magnesium oxide mechanically ar- 
ranged so as to present the largest 
possible surface. Then comes the 


| characteristic reaction of the new 


Ammonium chloride gives | 


chlorine recovery process. The mag- 
nesium oxide gives up its oxygen, 
which combines with hydrogen to 
form water. In place of the oxygen 
the magnesium combines with the 
the chlorine of the ammonium chlor- 
ide, and free ammonia is obtained 
and collectedin the usual way. At 
this point, therefore, the account 
stands thus—bicarbonate of soda in 
the solld form, only needing to be 
heated to give soda ash; the am- 
monia used in the process wholly re- 
covered, barring a percentage of waste, 
in its original gaseous state: and the 
ehlorine wholly fixed as magnesium 
chloride. Now the reaction which 
produced magnesium chloride is ex- 
actly reversed. Hot air is passed over 
the chloride as hot chlorine was 
passed over the oxide, and as the 
chlorine of the ammonium chloride 
drove out the oxygen of the oxide, 
so now the oxygen of the air drives 
out the chlorine of the chloride. The 
free chlorine is passed over the caus- 
tic lime from the kilns after it is 
slaked with water, producing bleach- 
ing powder, and the magnesium 
oxide is left in its original condition 
ready to decumpose a fresh batch of 





ammonium chloride. Thus the chlor- 
ine of the original brine is combined 
with the lime of the original chalk, 
the soda of the brine is combined 
with the carbonic acid of the chalk, 
the ammonia and the magnesium 
oxide employed in the process have 
been given back in their original 
forms,and rothing has disappeared 
except the coal which has furnished 
the heat required to effect the trans- 
formation. 

The least scientific of readers who 
has followed our description of this 
new process, with ordinary intelli- 
gence, can hardly fail to be struck by 
its artistic completeness and economy 
of material. Chemists will admire 
Mr. Mond’s bold and dexterous em- 
ployment of the balanced chlorine 
and oxygen reaction, and will appre- 
ciate the scientific knowledge and 
practical skill required for its success- 
ful application to huge masses of 
material, Tuken separately some of 
the operations involved are of a de- 
cidedly costly character; s0 much so, 
indeed, that one could easily under- 
stand an a priori verdict to the effect 
that they are inadmissible in the

However it may be in other lines of 
trade the political excitement has had 
no perceptible effect upon the dye 
stufis market. While a great deal of 
interest is felt in the result of the 
election by adherents of each party, 
manufacturers, importers,dealers and 
even consumers do not seem disposed 
to let politics interfere with business, 
Consequently trade has been fairly 
active though withal largely of a job- 
bing character. Special features are 
lacking almost entirely, the tone of the 
market being as a rule steady, and 
few disturbing elements being pres- 
ent. Gambier is rather easy and log- 
wood is higher. 

Albumen.—The demand for egg 
continues good but limited supplies, 
present and prospective restrict bus- 
iness. The market remains firm and 
we repeat our quotations of 50@60c as 
to quantity and quality. Blood is 
not in much demand but remains 
steady in price the quotations being 
144%@16c for prime as to seller quan- 
tity and quality. 

Alizarine.—The leading brands find 
a steady outlet into consumption and 
prices are steadily maintained at 17@ 
18c, as to quantity. There are some 
grades on the market that can be 
bought at a shade under the inside 
price quoted above. 

Aniline Colors.—We find nothing 
that is specially fresh or interesting to 
report concerning the articles coming 
under this head. For the specialties 
there isa very good demand, but the 
staple goods are not free sellers. 
There has been no quotable change 
in prices within the week, but the 
market can hardly be called steady. 

Aniline Oil.—The demand in a job- 
bing way is fair, but there are no spe- 
cial transactions to note. The market 
remains steady at the former quota- 
tions of 14@15c, as to quality, seller 
and size of order. 

Aniline Salt.—There has been no 
improvement inthe market. Prices 
remain low and only a moderate de- 
gree of interest is manifested by buy- 
ers. We note sales of 40 tons at 12%e, 
the quoted range being 12@14¢e, as to 
quantity, quality and seller. 

Bichromate of Potash.—Trade con- 
tinues brisk and prices are firmly 
maintained at the combination figures, 

Cutch.—The market has remained 
quiet during the week, and we have 
heard of no business of importance. 
Buyers seem to be holding off await- 
ing concessions from sellers, but the 
lat:er are loth to accept lower prices 
and the market closes dull, but steady 
at 54%@5%c from store and 5% @5\e 
ex-vessel. 

Divi Divi.—The recent arrival has 
gone into consumption, and has had 
no effect upon the market, which may 
be written firm at $60@75 for the bet- 
ter grades. Sales of 250 bags are re 
ported within the range. 

Dyewoods.—There is a good deal of 
inquiry for logwood and_everything 
offered finds a ready market at full 
prices. There is very little stock 
coming forward and not much to be 
shipped, and as much of the wood 
that may be available in the immedi 
ate future is likely to be diverted to 
Europe in consequence of the im- 
proved demand over there, a much 
firmer feeling prevails here and 
prices have advanced an average of 
$1 per ton on all grades. Since we 
last wrote there have been sales of 
800 tons Port du Paix at $32, and 500 
tons St. Marc at $30, all to arrive. 

Dyewood Extract.—The advance in 
stickwood has had no perceptible 
effect upon prices of the extracts, 
On the contrary the market is if any- 
thing a trifle easier than it was a week 
ago, The demand has been moderate 
and principally for small lots. 

Gambier.—Slnce our last, two steam- 
ers, the Mohawk with 1,327 bales, and 
the Telamon with 948 bales, have ar- 
rived from London. About half of 
the stock they brought was sol.1 before 
arrival and the balance has since been 
sold ex-vessel at 4%@4%c. There is 
considerable stock to arrive here in 
November, in addition to that shown 
by the statistics given below, and this 
in conjunction with the supplies now 
here, and the fact that buyers have 
been well stocked by the heavy Octo- 
ber deliveries (12,000 bales) imparts a 
rather easy tone to the market. The 
demand for store goods has been 
rather light this week, the reported 
transactions aggregating only about 
200 bales at 44%4@4%c, Shipments are 
offered at 4 6-16@4%c, but buyers are 
not attracted although it is reported 












that pending negotiations will proba- 
bly result in sales of several hundred 
bales within a day or two. We are in- 
debted to Messrs. Frank R. Leonori 
for the following exposition of the 
Statistical situation:

The visible supply does not include parcels 
that may be shipped from London by steamer, 
as they are an uncertain quantity; but all 
steamer arrivals are of course included in 
posed stocks or in deliveries for consump- 

Indigo.—The market remains quiet, 
buyers regulating their purchases in 
accordance with present needs. Prices 
are firmly maintained, and we have 
no changes to make in our quotations. 

Prussiale of Potash.—Large sales 
have been made of late, chiefly to 
color makers, at the reduced prices. 
The reaction which was expected has 
not yet made its appearance, but the 
market may be written firm with an 
upward tendency. We continue to 
quote 22\%c for contract lots and 23c 
for smaller quantities. 

Sumac.—Supplies of Sicily have 
been reduced by the steady demands 
of consumers and the market hasa 
firmer tone, though there has as yet 
been no advance in prices, the quoted 
range being $62@65 as to brand, 
quality and quantity. One importer 
quotes $63 as an inside price for stock 
to arrive. Virginia is in rather more 
demand and we get sales of 200 bags 
within the rar ge of our quotations. 





Boston Dye Market 
(Special to the RevoRtresr.| 


Gambier.—This week the market 
has been quiet and at the present 
writing it is a little lower than it was 
at this tino aweek ago. By some, 
the market is claimed to be dull. Ex 
store is quoted at 4%c with ex vessel 
at 450, and afloat at 4%c. Cubes are 
firm and unchanged. Supplies are 
heginning to be very much reduced. 
No 1, 6%@6%c; No. 2, 6c. 

Sumac.—Tuere are practieally no 
stocks of Sicily on spot here, the mar- 
ket being very much depleted. Ex 
shipment, $64; and $70 is the price 
ex store. Virginia is moving only 
very slowly indeed, but the market 
holds steady ; $42.50@45. 

Cuich.—There is a good business in 
progress, especially in the off grades 
of box cutch: and the supply is being 
well absorbed, which makes the tone 
of the market firmer. S. M. & 
5\4c; Star B, 5%@6c. 

Indigo.—This bas been a quiet week 
everywhere among indigo men. Sales 
have been moderate, though some 
have been made all along by dealers ; 
and such as had been sold has gone 
off at full rates. Cables from the 
other side report a strong market, and 
here the tone tends the same way. 
Late cables from Calcutta state that 
Oudes are held at 60 or 70 rupees 
(equal to about 350 per pound) above 
last season’s prices. The quality of 
these Oudes is said to be good, At 
the time the cable was sent exchange 
1s, 344d, for six month’s drafts. Pri- 
ces hererule as follows: Fine, $1 40 
@1 150: medium. $1 25@1 40; fair me- 
dium, $1 20@1 25; low ordinary. $115; 
Guatamala, ordinary, $1 05. 

Madder.—The market is very stron 
owing to very small supplies on hand, 
and te the fact that the new crop has 
proves exceedingly small. Stocks 

1ere are scarce. High grade is quoted 
at 15c; with inferior at 12c. 

Turmeric.—It is said that there are 
only five bags of Corninga in this 
country. However, the market is 
higher, and Coringa is quoted at 7c. 
Bengal is quoted at 5c. 

Woods.—At the advance in logwood 
recently reported; the market holds 
very steady. Arrivals continye small 
and there is a very fairconsumption of 
stick, From the north side of Hayti, 
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$33 50; from the south side, $25 50; 
Laguna, $35@37; Jamaica, 29@30. 
Fustie is very quiet at $30@32 for 
Tampico, and at $24 for Savanilla. 


Sulphur in Japan. 


The British consul at Hakodate, 
Japan, makes the following report on 
the sulphur resources of that island, 
which were at ane time believed to be 
second in importance only to those of 
Sicily: 


“It was at one time thought that 
Yezo might almost rival Sicily in tie 
the richness of its sulphur supply, but 
later investigations reduce the esti- 
mate to much more modest dimen 
sions. In a recent official re- 
port on the subject the total quantity 
of workable sulphur is set down as be- 
ing bout 315,000 tons. More than two- 
thirds of this is in one spot, the clus- 
ter of voleanic hills in the north of 
the province of Kushiro, especially 
those known as Atosa and Oakau. 
There are seven other localities where 
ore of the same rich quality, yielding 
about 80 per cent. of pure sulphur, is 
found, but in far smaller quantities. 
Of these the three most considerable 
are Rausu, in Kunashiri, the most 
southerly of the Kurile, containing 
about 30,000 tons; Kenruni, in the 
Ishikari province. with about 25,000 
tons; and Shiretoko, on the eastern 
peninsula of the Island, with about 
20,000 tons of crude ore. The esti- 
mated reserve of pure sulphur in the 
whole Hokkai Do, or North Sea dis- 
trict, which embraces Yezo and the 
Kurile Archipelago, is, therefore, 
about 200,000 tons. In 1890 the quan- 
tity of ore worked was a little over 
30,000 tons, which produced some 18, 
000 tons refined sulphur. At this rate 
the supply would not last much longer 
than ten years, It must be borne in 
mind. however, that the ore included 
in the above official survey was only 
of the first quality, which is of quite 
abnormal richness. If it became prof- 
itable to work inferior veins, as poor, 
say, as those of Sicilian average, or 
if the use of pyrates in place of pre 
pared sulphur, should come to he ex 
tensively adopted in the arts, it is 
probable that this island might rank 
as second, but by a long interval, to 
Sicily as a sourcecf supply for the 
world. America is the sole customer 
as yet for the Yezo sulphur, as its 
nearness and the consequent cheap 
ness of freight is a set-off to the high 
first cost of the article as laid down 
at Hakodate. It may be as well to 
note that in the first necessarily rough 
and approximative report on the geol- 
ogy of Yezo the amount of workable 
sulphur was conjectured to be :bout 
3,700 tons. It is probable that the 
latest official estimate of about a hun- 
dred times that amount still errs on 
the side of excessive caution.”’

A New Depariure in the Alkali Trade.

Sanufacture of substances’ the 
price of which is low in relation to 
their mass. But all the different 
operations fit and supplement. one an- 
other so exactly and with sush com- 
plete utilization of materials and 
resources that the process as a whole 
becomes economical and profitable 
It is, indeed, a triumph of applied 
science which could only have been 
attained by one who, like Mr. Mond, 
could bring to the solution of the 
problem a thorough scientific train- 
ing and a thorough grasp of scientific 
principles, There are plenty of other 
victories to be achieved, but they will 
fallto men similarly equipped, and 
not to manufacturers content, 1s our 
manufacturers too often are, to pro- 
ceed by obviously imperfect and 
wasteful methods without serious and 
adequate effort to reach higher 
things. 

By ahappy accident this new pro- 
cess, while dealing a heavy blow at 
the alkali manufacture as hitherto 
carried on in England. redresses the 
balance in favor of English trade. 
One-half of the soda ash of the world 
is now made by the ammonia-soda 
—- in presence of which the Le- 

lane process manages to exist only 
in virtue of its bleaehing powder. 
Even that mainstay has been found 
so precarious that the price has had 
to be artificially maintained by com- 
bination among the makers,  Itis 
notin the nature of things that this 
pc st! could permanently hold a 
trade thus bolstered up, especially in 
view of the fact that there exist at 
Stassfurt and elsewhere unlimited de- 
posits of potassium and magnesium 
chloride, the utilization of which for 
the production of cheap bleaching 
powder is only a question of time.The 
new Mond process gives the cheap 
bleaching powder required and throws 
the natural advantages on the side of 
this country, where we have abund- 
ant supplies of salt, limestone and 
coal in close proximity. At the same 
time it gives the Brunner-Mond Com- 
pany a commandiny position even 
among ammonia-sodua manufacturers, 
enabling it to underseil them abroad. 
That company’s works cover 20 acres 
of ground, employing a plant costing 
somewhere about a million sterling, 
and find occupation for over 3,000 
workmen. The new output of bleach 
ing a will undoubtedly lead to 
further extension in one form or an- 
other of that already gigantic indus- 
try. It maybe not without interest 
to add that the eight hours’ system is 
in full swing at the Brunner-Mond 
works. The processes go on continu- 
ously and uninterruptedly from year’s 
end to year’s end, and the staff 1s di- 
vided into three wholly independent 
shifts—Liverpool News.
